Frances Parkinson Keyes, in favor of a national divorce 


law, quotes a girl who before her marriage said she believed 
marriage to be a sacrament and therefore she did not believe in 
divorce. After she had been married happily and long, with 
four lovely children, she told Mrs- Keyes, "Now I know mar- 
riage is a sacrament, and therefore I believe in divorce." 


That seems to be the experience of many thoughtful and 


happily married persons. The more successful the marriage is, 
the more it makes one realize what a crucifying burden an un- 
fortunate marriage must be. 


There is no longer any question about the necessity of per- 


mitting divorce. Nor is there question that the grounds must 
not be too easy. Nothing worth while was ever won without 
a struggle, and successful marriages are not achieved without 
hard battles for self-control. Children need homes, and while 
a hopelessly inharmonious home is a bad breeding-place, many 
a'home made inharmonious over trifles may be cured and ren- 
dered wholesome by the exercise of unselfishness and mutual 
forbearance. 


The very worst thing about our present divorce arrange- 


ments is their diversity. When a couple who cannot be mar 
ried in their own state may cross a border, go through a cere- 
mony and return married; when people divorced in one stat 
are .considered still bound if they cross a road or a river into 
another, there cannot- be mu-r4i respect for marriage laws in 
any state, whether with regard to tying or untying the sacred 
knot.

Sacred it is and serious, demanding respect and'even solem- 


nity in tying and untying. The most important of all human 
relations is that concerned with the founding of homes and the 
production of human beings. 


If the states cannot get together on uniform state laws, per- 


haps a federal bill will be necessary. A'nation waking up to 
sober sense after the exhaustion of its war spree.will not much 
longer permit the present situation to endure. 


An/Autocrat Held Up. 


Benito Mussolini, Fascist premier of Italy, was arrested the 


other day irr Faenza for fast driving, and haled before the po- 
lice judge. The policeman was scared when he found who nis 
prisoner was, but Mussolini praised him for his conduct, say- 
ing, "Always do your duty, and fear nothing." The big boss 
thereupon pleaded guilty and paid his fine. 


That was admirable, following all the best precedents, in 


Italy and elsewhere. 
But Mussolini had better be careful. 


When he enjoins a poljceman and a police judge to observe 
the law, regardless of whom it hits, he may be inviting trouble. 


Mussolini and his Fascist band happen to have ridden into 


power by ignoring the Italian constitution and defying the 
.constituted authorities. That their purpose was good does not 
alter the fact nor wipe out memory of the example they set. 
Fascism has broken countless speed laws in Italy to accomplish 
its objects. Suppose, one of these days, Italy starts applying 
the law fearlessly to Fascism and its high priest. There are 
hints now of a movement in that very direction. 


Bootleg Immigration. 


The bootlegging industry, it develops, is not confined tp 


liquor and dope. It includes immigration. Secretary of Labor 
Davis reports that aliens are being smuggled into the country 
in great numbers. 
Some investigators estimate the illegal 


entrants as high as 1,000 a day. 


At that rate, the "bootleg immigrants" would outnumber 


those legitimately admitted. It is a situation just as intolerable 
as the liquor smuggling, and calling for as drastic treatment.' 
Immigrant-running, in seaports and along international bor- 
ders, must be fbught as vigorously as rum-running, if the laws 
are not to be made a joke and the country is not to be deluged 
with unfit and irresponsible immigrants.
